City Fathers have come up with .The Commission, for 


an ordinance, which has passed 
it's second reading, which is bas- 
ed on actions covering the sub- 
ject in many of Florida's com: 
munities. 

Some of its terms are harsh 
compared with previous condi- 


tions, it is for the protection of 


new buyers as weil as those who 
now own homes here. 


Below is an account of it's 


main provisions; 
If you divide a parcel of land 


into four or more lots for the 
purpose of transfer of owner- 
ship or building development, or 
if a new street is involved, and 
you wish to make any division 
of a parcel of land you come 
under the subdivision ordinance 


of the City of Belle Glade. 


You must first: submit a 
drawing or sketch of the pro- 
posed subdivision, along with 
the legal description of the land, 
fhe suggested name, deed re- 
sirictions, location of utilities, 
stretts, drainage facilities to- 
gether with the name of the 
owners and the engineer who 


will prepare the final plat. 


The application for approval 


must be made to the City M. 


ager who will have three days 
to notify the Planning Board 
and City Public works Manager, 
will have five 
days in which to say "yes" or 
^no" If you object to the re- 


who 


quirements of this group you 
can appeal to the City Commis- 
sion. 

Now that you're straightened 
out with the acceptance of the 
plan you must deposit with the 
City a performance bond for the 
completion of the proposed im- 
provements within one year. 
reason, 
might extend this time for an- 
other year. 

You may request the City to 
build the streets, install the wa- 
ter lines, and if applicable, in- 
stall the sewer, which it will do. 
However you must deposit the 
estimated cost of these improve- 
ments with the City. 

You pay for the improvements 
and the City maintains them — 
streets, water lines and sewer 
facilities. 

The City will build . your 
streets for $3.50 per running 
foot; it will install water pipes 
as follows; 86c per foot for two 
inch pipe, 2.22 for six inch pipe 
and $146.50 for each hydrant. 

The city will also run the 
mains a maximum of 300 feet 
to get to your subdivision. 

This subdivision ordinance 
has been patterned after simi- 
lar ces in many Florida 
cities; and is for the general 
good of the community.

Celery came in next in ton- 
nage and dollars brought back 
8,377 cars for a total of approxi- 
mately $7,924,642, and with an 
unusually low average of $1,72 
per crate. 

Beans came third in individ- 
ual crops with 2306 carlots at 
$1.96 average for a total of 
$2,891,724, 

The leaf family, lettuce type 
(goat food as referred to by 
some growers) to make salads 
as a group brought in around 
$3,200,000 in a most disastrous 
year in this commodity . 

Cabbage and potatoes each 
went above a million in the in- 
come bracket for $1,350,000 and 
$25,000 over a million for pota- 
toes. 

The little red radish, packed 
in cellophane — close to 50,000, 
000 packages or a billion and a 
half radish — brought in close 
to a million and three quarters 
dollars. 

We also furnished 102 cars of 
parsley for garnishing the meat.

The FEC reports that there 
were 11,771 rail cars shipped 
from the Glades of Palm Beach 
County, with 150 approximately 
from Clewiston. Everyone, in- 
cluding the market reporter, 
states that a ratio of 2 rail cars 
to three by truck is a fair aver- 
age of the movement. Packing- 
houses also agree, and they are 
the surest source of reliable in- 
formation. 

Therefore, we have a total of 
29,800 carlot equivalents mov- 
ing from the Glades. An adding 
machine with actual records of 
sales on more than a million 
packages gave the average price 
per package on the several var- 
ieties of vegetables. The market 
reporter gave prices for each 
week during the season. These 
two compared, give US an 
average, which was used in cal- 
culating the value of each com- 
modity listed.

Beans 

There were 24,700 acres of 
snap beans available for har- 
vest, with 21,400 harvested. The 
yields were irregular during the 
fall but good generally during 
the spring. Shipments began in 
late October and ended about 
May 31st! * 

Cabbage

regular quality and size of cab- 
“bage, with the sales reported in 
November and the last the tail 
end of May. 


Corn 

Rains caused poor quality dur- 
ing the fall and winter, with 
very good quality during the 
spring harvest. U. S. Fancy was 
the general thing during the 
spring. As many as 277 cars 
were shipped in one day, on se- 
veral occasions; 1174 cars were 
moved during one week in May. 
4,500 cars of the total of around 
7,000 moved during April and

Social Security Funds 


For Retired Workers 
Social security disability pay- 
ments at age 50 to age 65 are the 
same as those payable to re- 
tired workers 65 and over, ac- 
cording to Mr. R. C. Gehrken, 
Jr, Manager of the West Palm 
Beach office. ` 
A disabled or retired work- 
er's benefits range from at 
least $33.00 a month to about 
$120.00 a month, depending on 
the worker's average monthly 
earnings over the years. For ex- 
ample, if the average earnings 
are $200 per month, the bene- 
fit to a disabled or retired work- 
er would be $84.00 per month. 
Wives and dependent children 
of disabled workers are eligible 
for monthly benefits the same 
as wives and dependent children 
of retired workers. These bene- 
fits are in addition to the bene- 
fits paid the disabled worker.

A special section of the re- 
port is devoted to the state's 
land development companies. In 
this field, the researchers reach- 
ed this conclusion: 


"Adequate enabling legisla- 
tion for planing, zoning, sub- 
division control and building re- 
gulations is required. Greater 
geographic coverage and a high- 
er level of enforcement in many 
communities is called for to pre- 
serve the state's attractiveness 
as a place to live, work and visit. 
Operations of land development 
companies must be regulated in 
the public interest and current 
state regulations over these 
companies strengthened." 


On tourism, the report had 
these observations:
